THE PREFERENTIAL BALLOT. 



In many ways the session 1928-'29 haj been one of con- 
tinual progress for Sweet Briar. Numerous changes hare taken 
place on-the^campui which ahow our advancement, both as a 
eolfbgc an.i aa Individual students. • We have seen not only 
material improvement, hut also" a constant development of our 
thought and understanding — a widening of our Interests and an 
Increasing regard for our present and fluture status. The old 
and Inadequate; has been discarded—the new suggested and 
tried. ' It haa been a time of experimentation — for the most 
part successful- . i - - ' . 

The recent elections have proved to us the value of new . 
methods. We have all seen that the preferential ballot haa f 
many advantages over other fonn. 'of; voting and Uuit.lt la 
especially well adopted/Jo our needs. In. the first place," it Li 
far simpler than our former plan' of votirig'tn Student Govern- 
ment meetings, when tho ballot box was passed and repassed, 
and hurried counting took place behind the scenes. The new 
method requires leu tim«, 'line* it only takes a minute, to vote 
as we pass through Gray parlor, and the Student Government 
meetings can be shorter and concerned only with other matters. 
We can now sccuro the vote of most students, which was not 
always the case formerly, and ft is now easy, to count the pro-, 
fvrcntial ballots. 

Moreover, the newly adopted plan insures better voting 
than was -previously possible, since It enables us to think of the 
candidates in pence and quiet, undisturbed by noise and con- 
fusion. No Insistent questioner demands our reasons for "vot- 
ing a certain way, and no voluble last-minute 'campaigner 
.tempts us to change our views. Winn the process of voting is 
over we*" remember only a simple experience,-- not a ncrve- 
wrncking ordeal. 

Then, too, preferential voting ia the fairest voting. Each 
students*' name is checked off as she votes, and thcro is no 
chance for one person to vote more titan once. During elect- 
ions i" which the Freshman vote is to ronnl only half, the bal- 
lots are marked, and those of the Freshmen nre kept separate 
from those of' the upperclassmon. 

Certainly, there are many features which should give this 
method of voting an advantage over others, ami should Justify 
ita adoption nt Sweet Briar. Its success thus fnr is an addi- 
tional proof of our steady advancement— of our uhility to 
"He not the first by whord the new arc triad, nor yet the last 
to lay the old aside."

The Tea House en- 
larged its activities and gave a Holi- 
day sale of things to eat, and things 
ti wear. This became a yearly cus- 
tom, and helped to solve the Christ- 
ma»-prea»n{ problem for the stu- 
dents. 

Surely ami iteadM* the Tea House 
grew. It began taking orders for 
Parties, from the stately class din- 
ner to a "Bowery" frolic, and front 
the box-hushex went forth a long 
pmreision of hirthday cakes. It is 
credibly asserted that one year there 
were two hundred and fifteen birth- 
days, each with cake and candies, 
among one hundred and ninety-two 
students. 

So wonder the Ten House grew 
so fast It soon sought more grown- 
up quarters, ami when next we 
peep nt nur "Little House" we gasp 
in amazement, at another transfor- 
mation.
